Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

Two  new  developments  during  the  year  were  the  opening  up  of  new 
Clinics  at  Prestbury  and  at  the  Civil  Defence  Hut  in  Congleton.  The  Rainow 
Clinic  which  formerly  combined  with  Prestbury  and  was  held  in  Bollington 
has  been  amalgamated  with  the  existing  Clinic  held  at  Bollington  and  is  not 
now  run  as  a  separate  entity. 

The  Prestbury  Clinic  has  shown  increased  numbers  of  new  cases  and 
attendances  and  appears  to  be  justifying  itself.  We  are  grateful  to  the 
Voluntary  Workers  who  have  started  up  a  new  Committee  and  who  are  instrumental 
in  providing  necessary  and  valuable  assistance  . 

With  regard  to  Congleton  there  has  been  very  considerable  new 
development  at  the  West  End  of  the  town  and  as  a  temporary  measure  we  have 
obtained  the  use  of  the  Civil  Defence  Hut  for  Infant  Welfare  purposes. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  figures  the  attendances  are  very  high  and  fully 
justify  the  opening  up  of  this  new  centre.  They  also  indicate  the  need  for 
the  new  Clinic  which  is  scheduled  to  be  built  on  the  Sandbach  Road  site. 

At  long  last  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  Clinic  at  Poynton  is  under 
construction  and  should  be  ready  for  occupation  during  1968.  We  are  also  due  to 
have  a  Health  Centre  built  in  Holmes  Chapel.  This  is  to  cater  not  only  for 
our  Clinic  purposes  but  also  for  the  General  Practitioners  of  the  village. 

We  continue  to  have  difficulties  with  accommodation. at  Sutton  as  we 
operate  in  the  Social  Club#  This  area  is  developing  rapidly  and  it  is 
essential  that  the  County  Health  Committee  give  consideration  to  this  problem. 
The  Macclesfield  Rural  District  Council  are  prepared  to  make  a  site  available 
and  advantage  should  be  taken  of  this  offer.  We  do  not  need  an  elaborate 
structure  at  Sutton  and  the  architects  must  be  prepared  to  scale  down  their 
plans  to  meet  the  needs  particular  to  a  locality.  What  happens  at  the  moment 
is  that  a  series  of  standard  plans  are  prepared  and  if  an  area  is  too  small 
for  any  of  the  set  plans  then  it  is  deemed  not  to  have  any  needs. 

Finally  I  would  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  figures  of  attendances. 

These  have  risen  consistently  over  the  years;  as  the  population  increases  so 
the  numbers  go  up.  The  mothers  make  a  great  effort  to  get  their  children 
ready  to  attend  our  Clinics  .  They  would  not  do  this  if  they  did  not  think 
it  is  worthwhile.  I  am  sure  the  support  we  get  reflects  the  quality  of  the 
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service  we  give  and  the  value  the  mothers  attach  to  it,. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of  my  Staff  who  have  contributed 
to  this  success  and  to  the  members  of  the  Voluntary  Committees  for  the 
constant  and  valuable  support*

An  important  development  during  the  year  has  been  our  recognition  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  as  a  Training  Centre  for  Nursery  Nurses.  This  reflects 
firstly  on  the  structural  alterations  of  improvement  that  have  taken  place  and 
secondly  the  high  standard  of  care  and  attention  given  by  the  Matron  and  her 
staff. 

We  deal  with  several  children  who  have  social  or  medical  problems  in 
addition  to  those  where  the  mothers  have  to  go  out  to  work. 

Midwifery 

There  has  been  an  overall  increase  in  the  number  of  babies  born  in 
Hospital.  This  is  made  possible  by  the  system  of  early  discharges.  The 
hospitals  notify  us  that  cases  have  been  booked  for  early  discharge.  We  then 
make  the  necessary  checks  to  see  that  the  home  conditions  are  satisfactory 
and  that  sufficient  nursing  and  home  help  care  can  be  provided.  It  is 
satisfactory  to  report  that  the  system  appears  to  be  working  well.

The  Comnittee  should  "bo  aware  .that  a  large  proportibn  of  the  Home  Nursing 
Service  is  devoted  to  the  care  of  the  elderly.  It  would  be  correct  to  report 
that  we  have  more  chronic  elderly  sick  being  looked  after  in  their  own  homes 
than  there  are  in  hospital. 

We  endeavour  to  effect  full  co-operation  not  only  with  the  hospitals 
but  with  the  County  Welfare  Authority.  There  are  in  existence  Geriatric  Liason 
Committees  which  meet  regularly  and  recently  we  have  established  a  scheme  of 
Health  Visitor  attachment  to  the  hospital  Geriatric  Clinic  in  the  Macclesfield 
Group  of  Hospitals.  This  results  in  immediate  information  being  received 
by  the  Health  Visitor  of  the  needs  of  a  patient  who  has  attended  and  in  reverse 
information  can  be  passed  to  the  Geriatric  Physician  by  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  through  his  Health  Visitor. 

This  is  an  important  and  far  reaching  development. 

Wc  are  greatly  assisted  in  this  problem  of  Home  Nursing  of  the  elderly  by  the 
provision  of  Sheltered  Accommodation,  the  joint  result  of  co-operation  between 
the  Housing  Authority  and  the  County  Welfare  Department. 

The  presence  of  Warden  Supervision  together  with  a  Home  Nurse,  nursing 
equipment,  meals  on  wheels,  domestic  help  now  make  it  possible  to  nurse  and 
care  for  the  elderly  sick  which  was  not  formerly  possible. 

It  has  also  been  possible  through  this  three  way  liason,  i.e.  local 
health  authority,  housing  authority  and  hospital  to  move  people  to  sheltered 
accommodation  when  indicated. 

As  is  now  well  known  the  number  of  old  people  in  the  community  is 
increasing.  In  order  to  deal  with  the  many  problems  that  will  arise  from  this 
fact  we  must  lay  the  foundations  now  for  a  comprehensive  scheme  of  care  for  the 
elderly. 

This  begins  with  the  provision  of  well  planned  accommodation  ranging  from 
local  authority  bungalows  and  flats  with  Warden  Supervision  to  County  Welfare 
homes  of  varying  types  for  different  needs.  Supporting  all  this  there  must 
be  close  liason  with  the  Hospital  Authorities.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  in 
South-East  Cheshire  there  are  established  two  Committees  in  connection  with  the 
South  Cheshire  and  Macclesfield  Hospital  Management  group  of  hospitals  on  which 
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all  those  concerned  with  the  care  and  welfare  of  old  people  are  represented. 

One  of  the  key  figures  in  dealing  with  this  subject  is  the  family  doctor  and 
on  both  Committees  he  is  well  represented.  The  future  importance  of  these 
liason  Committees  cannot  be  exaggerated  and  from  time  to  time  the  housing 
managers  of  the  local  authorities  are  asked  along  to  deal  with  certain  questions. 

Physically  Handicapped. 

Plans  are  going  ahead  to  extend  the  services  being  made  available  to 
the  physically  handicapped.  Under  Section  29  of  the  National  Assistance  Act 
the  following  alterations  and  additions  have  been  carried  out. 

Drives,  Paths  etc.  3  Alterations  to  House  1 

Handrails  6  Alterations  to  Doors  etc.  6 

The  total  amount  of  money  recommended  for  the  expenditure  during  the  year 
in  this  connection  was  £1107<>18.6d« 

A  new  building  in  Congleton  has  been  opened  originally  sponsored  by  the 
Round  Table  organisation.  This  was  taken  up  by  the  County  and  the  Local  Borough 
Council  and  as  a  result  of  their  joint  efforts  we  now  have  an  excellently 
constructed  building  with  great  potential  for  the  benefit  of  old  people  and 
handicapped  persons.  This  building  is  called  Fellowship  House  and  already 
the  Physically  Handicapped,  Mentally  Handicapped,  Blind  Welfare  and  shortly  the 
Deaf  are  using  the  place.  Soon  it  is  hoped  to  establish  a  luncheon  club  for 
the  elderly  and  other  projects  such  as  work  schemes  are  in  mind. 

In  Sandbach  we  use  the  fine  nextf  building  provided  by  the  Leonard  Cheshire 
Home  and  it  is  hoped  that  arrangements  can  be  made  with  this  voluntary  organisation 
to  bring  in  more  physically  handicapped  people  from  a  wider  area.  Negotiations 
towards  this  end  are  under  way.
